Schools to P>e 
Discussed at 
Dinner Meet 

Results of Recent Survey to 
He Offered Thursday, 
April 25 . 

Meeting Should He Attended 
By Every Interested 
Resident 


The coming meeting for the 
discussion of the school conditions ; 
scheduled for Thursday, April 25, 
was the most important matter 
up for discussion at the regular 
meeting of the directors of the 
chamber of commerce Monday 
night. 

E. D. Burbank, chairman of 
the education committee, stated 
that results of the recent survey 
will be shown by maps and fig¬ 
ures and the entire iindings will 
be presented from the standpoint 
of modern usage in school plant i 
developments. The survey was 
made by experts from the Pasa¬ 
dena schools, headed by Supt. 
John A. Sexson and was made in 
a most thorough nranner. Maps 
are being prepared for presenta¬ 
tion and will show in detail why 
and how certain things should or 
should not be. 

It is understood reports on the 
various phases of the school in¬ 
vestigation will be made as fol¬ 
lows: George H .Merideth on 

buildings; Minor B. Phillipps on 
finance; C .H. Peterson on health; 
Dr. W. H, Hughes on attendance, 
C. F. Martin on recreation; Supt. 
John A. Sexson on general rec¬ 
ommendations. Miss Elizabeth 
Stelnberger, superintendent of the 
Sierra Madre school, has extend- 
)► ed an invitation to H. S .Upjohn, 
newly appointed county superin¬ 
tendent, to attend the meeting. 

The meeting of April 25 will 
open with the regular monthly 
dinner, to be served in the Worn- ( 
an’s club house at 6:30. Those

After Long Life 

Andrew Buchan passed away 
Tuesday evening at the home fit 
his daughter, Mrs. Robert M. Fin- 
layson, after an Illness which had 
kept him confined to his bed for 
many months. He was 75 years 
of age. a native of Kinross Shire, 
Scotland, and had had an inter¬ 
esting and eventful life. 

After completing his education 
in Scotland, Mr. Buchan followed 
his intense desire to come to 
America, and came to Detroit at 
the age of 10, remaining a year 
or two. Returning to Scotland, 
ho followed mercantile pursuits 
until 1907. The ambition to make 
his home in America had never- 
left him and he came to America 
again in 1907, going first to Se¬ 
al tie. About nine years ago he 
came to Sierra Madre. For a 
time he operated an apiary in co¬ 
operation with his sons. 

All through his life Mr. Buchan 
was a student of ancient history, 
ethnology and philosophy.

Along came the boom a few 
years later and, like most of the 
other small ranch owners, Mr.

Then the 
line was to swing back to Ar¬ 
cadia and Monrovia. 

The Sierra Madre station was 
to have been on the south side 
of Live Oak Avenue. It would 
have stood on the spot now occu¬ 
pied by that magnificent clump of 
Live Oaks. As I look at them 
from my front porch I’m glad the 
station didn't arrive there. 

But to get back to maps. 
"Uncle” Henry told me about 
those 50-foot lots. When the sta¬ 
tion was proposed for the south 
side of Live Oak, he figured the 
north side of the street, facing 
the station, would be fine busi¬ 
ness frontage. So he platted the 
lots narrower than those in the 
rest of his subdivision. 

All over Southern California 
there are similar stories if one 
could read the maps. 


making herself known over the telephone. 

“Yes,” was the reply. 

“Well, it burned up last night; I’ll be 
right down to see you.”

The automobile agency had required that 
the car be kept insured.

Ethics and 'egal phases of the situation 
are not under discussion here.

Automobile buyers, paying installments 
which include a more or less heavy insur¬ 
ance charge, cannot afford to feel too secure. 
If they are wise they will find out just 
exactly what protection they are getting in 
return for what they pay.

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TOWNS THAT DID NOT GROW

That story of the town name 
origins of the San Gabriel valley, 
printed in the News recently, did 
not tell of all the towns that have 
been started in the valley. There 
are a lot of places where a coun¬ 
try store stands as a reminder of 
village or city aspirations. Some¬ 
times there is merely a store 
building, out among vthe ranches, 
where a store and post office 
were once thought to be the be¬ 
ginning of things. Back in the 
1S87 boom days most of these 
country neighboi hoods saw many 
ranches divided into townsites. 
In some of them the lots sold at 
handsome prices. But when the 
town failed to materialize, the 
lots went back to acreage. 

Even the maps now in use tell 
tales of odd promotions. Out in 
the middle of the San Gabriel 
river bottom, south of Monrovia, 
the maps still show a subdivision 
which was launched as “Chicago 
Park." The newspapers of the old 
boom days paint it as the com¬ 
ing metropolis, a western match 
for its namesake. I believe the 
lots were marketed chiefly in the 
east to people who never saw the 
land. 

Chicago Park is only about two 
jumps from the site of the pro¬ 
posed San Gabriel Valley airport, 
said to be the best location in the 
county when checked by scien¬ 
tific airport standards. Wouldn't 
it be the irony of fate to have a 
lot of the predictions of the old 
Chicago Park promoters come 
true by meeans of aviation de¬ 
velopment ?

George DeMonaco Dies as the 
Result of Accident in 
Garvanza 


Injuries Sustained as Car 
Overturned Following 
Collision 


Geeorge DeMonaco, a recent 
arrival in Sierra Madre from 
Cleveland, Ohio, died at the Pas¬ 
adena Hospital Sunday night as 
the result of injuries sustained in 
an automobile accident on Avenue 
64 and Nithsdale Road, Garvanza. 
He was 21 years of age and had 
been residing at the Farinacci 
home, 232 Santa Anita Court. 

An inquest was held Tuesday 
morning at the Pasadena estab¬ 
lishment of the C. F. Lamb Co. 
if was shown that DeMonaco was 
riding with Robert Drummond of 
Pasadena. While crossing an in¬ 
tersection Drummond's car was 
struck by a car driven by James 
Kennedy of Garvanza. Drum¬ 
mond's car was said to be travel¬ 
ing at a rate of 25 to 35 miles 
an tiour. After being struck it 
turned over after running about 
100 feet. DeMonaco was badly 
crushed and after treatment at 
the emergency hospital was taken 
to Pasadena hospital where he 
passed away. 

After hearing the testimony of 
eye witnesses the coroner's jury 
returned a verdict of "unavoid¬ 
able accident.” 

Young DeMonaco is survived by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
DeMonaco of Cleveland. Louis
